He 
complained that the interests of the Greeks bad 
been disregarded. He did not think that 
Cyprus would add to the power of defending 
the Suez Canal.

CHICAGO, 
THE COLD WAVE COMES. 

Yesterday morning the sun came up from 
Lake Micingan like a bail of fire. The sky was 
ofa clear light blue, and absolutely cloudless, 
bringing no hope to the souls of the weary 
mortals whose sleep had been so broken in upon 
by the heat that, for the first time in many 
years, they had actually seen a Sunrise in Chi- 
cago. The number of people who get up at 5 
o’clotk im the morning in the city is generally 
very small, and confined chiefly to milkmen and 
butchers’ assistants. But yesterday morning 
the little army of early risers received 
a great accession of recruits. The heat 
all through the night had been most oppressive. 
There was no balm on the wings of the slight 
zephyrs that occasionally stirred the air; they 
seemed to have passed tbrough a furnace just 
before entering the city limits. If the number 
of men and women who paced the floors of their 


slecping apartments all night without a wink of 
sleep could be computed the figures would un- 
doubtediy startic the readers of the newspapers; 
fortunately there are no methods of arriving at 
the exact statistics, the iacts lying wholly be- 
tween individuals and their Maker. 

The sun had scarcely mounted a siugle de- 
gree in the heavens before it began to make it- 
self disagreeably prominent in the minds of ali 
who came in contact with its rays. It was al- 
ready hot at 6 o’clock; at 7, when the meu be- 
gap to start down-town on the street-cars, the 
itermometer marked 85 to 88 in the shade, 


| and among the early-goers. there was but one 


topic of conversation—the weather. Soon after 
7 o'clock a bank of ¢iouds appeared in the 
northern horizon. It looked a long distance 
awav, and yet, it was scanued eagerly, and many 
were the suppositions that were made as to the 
prospects of rain. Tae lipe of clouds deepened 
yraduaily, and at obalf-past 7 the 
sun was obscured for tne first time 
in nearly a werk. Then, indeed, were the hopes 
of men raised to a high pitch. At 7:45the 
wind, which had heretefore come from the 
south and southwest, 
SHIFTED SUDDENLY TO THE NORTH, 

and the sky blackeued. Without any further 
premonition, the temperature changed almost 
in a minute. Instead of a hot and stifling 
zephyr, the wind biew cold and iresh. It was 
really a phenomenon of atmospheric change. 
For a few moments there were cloads of dust 
sailing down the streets, earried along by anew 
and welcome force. But, strangely enough, 
there was no rain. The heavy, black clouds 
lingered half an hour, and then dispersed, and 
the sun came out again in fuil splendor. But 
the heat was gone,—swept conipleteiy awa 
from the city,—and tne thermometer ha 
falien 15 degrees. Instead of 8, it 


scored 70 to 72 degrees, aud the wind had in- 


creased from a velocity of four miles an hour 
to nine miles. This great change in the tet ber- 


r ature was not temporary, as it was feared that 


it would be. The clouds passed, but their in- 
fluence remained; in other words, Chicago had 
regained its normal condition, and bad become 
again a pleasant place of abode. 

Just bow this cold wave originated, and where 
it came from, can only be conjectured, the 
Signal Service dispatches on this point are 
vague. There has been much talk during the 


past three days of a cold wave coming from 


Manitoba, and perhaps, in the absence of more 
detinite information, it may as well be assumed 
that this change in the Chicago atmosphere was 
due to the arrival of the Manitoba breeze. Cer- 
tainly it came from the northwest, and Col. 


Wilson, of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 


pany, is credited with saying that it originated 
in the Cumberland Mountains in Tennessee, 
reaching here by way of Michigan and Canada; 
yet this seems to be such a roundabout way of 
reaching this city that the theory may well be 
received with some incredulity unless it is 
backed by strong corroborative evidence. The 
Manitoba theory seems far wore reasonable.

ST. LOUIS. 
COOLING DOWN. '

Sr. Louis, July 18.—Thougu to-day was in 
tensely hot, the thermometer was lower than it 
has been for nine days, and a good wina tem- 
vered the heat to this much-afilicted people. 
There was a decide! decadence in the effects of 
the beat, both in number of fatal cases and the 
number of casualties, today. The number was 
less than ever, and people are correspondingly 
bappy. But a glance over the death-record for 
the past week shows how terribie has been the 
loss of life brought about directly by the recent 
intense heat. 

NEARLY 160 DEATHS 
have occurred since the 9th inst. from that 
cause alone. The following is the record, taken 
from the books, showiug the number of burtal 
permits issued by the Board of Health in cases 
where death was superinduced by the beat, op 
each day during the heated term: ‘ 

July 9. 2; Juiy 10,2; July 11, 3; July 12. 10; 
July 13, 22; July 14. 41; July 15,33; Jury 16, 
26; July F. 18. Of these, numbers of the 
deaths occurred on4the day previous, or perhaps 
the day before that, but g@erally speaking, the 
interments of ove day will represent the fatali- 
ties of the previous day. 

AT THE CITY DISPENSARY 

the medical attendants present had but few 
patieuts in the early hours of the morning, but, 
as the day advanced, the arrivals rapidly in- 
creased, and, in the afternoon, the scene was 
almost as lively as it was on the two previous 
davs. Mostof the cases, however, were light, 
the patients being quickly revived and seuf to 
their homes or to the Hospital. No patient died 
in the bauds of the Dispensary officers during 
the day. 


AT THE MORGUE 
fifteen bodies in all were ou the marble slabs, 
aud the Coroner was busy all day going through 
he formality of an inquest. Some of these 
bodies were those of yesterduy’s victims that 
had lain over night in the Potter’s Field.

a joyousness in demeanor, emphatically ex- 
pressive of the belief that the polar wave had 
come at last. At 10 o’clock the thermometer 
marked 91 degrees,—two less than at the same 
time yesterday,—and sweltering humanity was 
grateful even for this small favor. The breeze. 
lessened considerably the effect of the scorch- 
ing, sweltering rays, aud the decrease in the 
temperature seemed far more than the mercury 
showed. Business at the retail stores on Fourth 
and Fifth streets was much brisker thun it had 
been for several days, and many ladies were 
out for the frst time during the past week. |

New York, July 18.—The expected hot wave 
of which the Signal Service Bureau had warned 
New York has come at last. morning the 
thermometer registered 85 at the signal station 
on the roof of the Equitable Building; at noon 
the mercury stood at 90: at 3 o'clock, 93, the 
maximum reached during the day.

VIEWS OF AN INDIVIDUAL WHO “STICKS UP” 
FOR sr. LOUIS. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 
Carcaco, July 18.—The “why in a nutshell” 
of your reporter about the heat in St. Louis 
strikes mg as a little heavy, even for a Chicago 
daily. The city is low and flat is it? How 
about Chicago? St. Louis is notoriously hich, 
mound-like, and rolling. Every rain washes its 
streets clean. The aif ig filled with particles 
of white, hot dust.“ Certainly some dust, as 
there is in Chicago, New York, etc., but in the 
latter cities perhaps the dust is blacker and 
nasticr. Certainty not less hot at this season. 
A large portion of the people live in filthy al- 
leys, and are extremely dirty in their habits.” 
This is unfortunately true not only of St. 
Louis, but of Chicago, and all other great cities 
of America and Europe, to say nothing of the 
less-favored parts of the world; but to say that 
St. Louis is exceptionaliy bad off in this respect 
is the assertion of an ass or an ignoramus. I 
will got use valuable space to notice the smart 
remark about the “inglorious mud that lies 
on the surface of the Missouri.“ People who 
bave to endure the Chicago River and its 
branches, with Bridgeport, etc., thrown in, 
should be a little modest in their criticisms of 
the great rivers, which are the highways, the 
pride and glory of the Mississippi Valley,—the 
representative rivers of a great present, a 
greater luture. Besides, the remark itself con- 
tains no element of truth Iuere are few 
parks,“ eh? This is the worst of all. How 
could the man write so. when, if he were com- 
petent to speak on the subject at all, and wish- 
ed to speak truly and fairly, be would say. with- 
out hesitation, that ‘the St. Louis parks were 
the finest and most extensive on the American 
Continent; and if there is anything in Europe 
to equal Forest Park in extent and capabilities, 
I nave not heard of it.

Very little rain falls in 
Chicago in a dry time. ‘Lhe statistics will show 
that the rainiall of St. Louls and Chicago are 
about equal during the year and through the 
summer season.

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REVENUE TROUBLES. 
CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY BETWEEN STATE AND 
UNITED STATES COURTS. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. G. ul 18.— The Commis- 
sioner of Infernal Revenue has feceived notice 
that Judge Kershaw, of one of the State Courts 
in South Carolina, has finally refused to trans- 
fer to the Federal Court the cases of the reve- 
nue oflicers lately arrested at Greenville, charg- 
ed with murder, for killing one Ames Ladd 
while in the discharge af their duty, and in self- 
defense. The case was this: Four revenue 
officers visited the house of Ladd, where a voted 
outlaw and dealer fy illicit spirits, Redmond, 
was supposed to be, Ladd was one of his 
drivers engaged in the general sale of illicit 
spirits. Upon their approaching the house 
Ladd attempted to shoot one of the officers, but 
tus cap on bis rifle snapped, and before he could 
replace it he was shot and killed by one of the 
oflicers. The four officers then proceeded to 
Greenville, surrendered themselves, apd were 


immediately indicted ‘for murder and impris- 


oned in the County Jail. The attempt of the 
United States authorities to have their case 
transferred tothe United States Court was re- 
sisted at every step, and finally, after a full ar- 
gument before Judge Kershaw, he has decided 
to refuse the application for transfer on the 
curious ground that at, the time of the killing 
the revenue officers, us they themselves 
claim, were acting in self-<Jefense, and 
that consequently thelr act was a 
personal one, and not an act performed lu their 
official capacity and in the execution of the 
United States law. The Commissioner of In‘ 
ternal Revenue had a full consultation with the 
Attorney-General upon the subject to-day, and, 
as aresult, the United States Attorney will be 
directed to apply forawrit of habeas corpus, 
upon the authority costained in Sec. 643 of the 
Revised Statutes, which provides that when any 
criminal prosecution bas commenced in any 
State court against ahy revenue officer of the 
United States on the ground of any act 
done under color of his office, such prose- 
caution may, at any time before trial or 
final hearing, be removed to the Circuit Court 
of the United States, and this tranfer uuder this 
section must take 
petition tiled in the Cipeuyt Court by the United 
States Attorney, and upon this being entered 
upon the docket of the, Circuit Court, that Court 
has the power to order the State court to send 
up the record in the dase. and wherever an ar- 
rest has been ordered, upon notice of habeas 
corous issued by a Circus Court, it becomes the 
dut, of the State court te stay all further pro- 
ceedings. It also becomes the duty of the United 
States Marshal to take defendants into his custo- 
dy. and hold them subject to the action of the Cir- 
cuit Court. These prececdings will be begun 
forthwith, and a distinct issue raised upon them 
with the State authorities, and the Marshal will 
be dire ted, as soon as @ habeas corpus can be 
obtained, to take the revenue officers from the 
jail and retain them ip bis own custody subject 
to an order of the Circah, Court.

maintain the values of such currency so as to 
meet the demands of trade; the full faith and 
eredit of the Governinent should be pledged to 
maintain whatever currency itmay furnish of 
equal value and power; no further increase in 
the bonded debt, aud no further. sale

EDUCATIONAL. 


Yesterday's Proceedings in the Wisconsin 
State Teachers’ Association at Geneva 
Lake. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Gengva Laks, Wis., July 18.—The Wisconsin 
State Teachers’ Association continued the ses- 
sion fn Ford’s Opera-House with a large attend- 
ance. Tbe weather was greatly moderated, and 
the members were better prepared for business 
than during the first days of the meeting. 

Toe meeting was called to order by President 
McAllister at 8:30, Mr. Miller acting as Secre- 
tary. 

George Brosius, of Milwaukee, who was on 
the programme for a paper on physical educa- 
tion, sent a letter regretting his inability to at- 
tend. A brief printed address by the gentle- 
man was distributed to the members. 

Upon motion, the courtésies of the Associa- 
tion were extended to the strangers present 
who desired to take part in the exercises. 

J. H. Cummings, of Sparta, read a paper on 
“School Discipline,” in which de stated that 
the methods and aims of instruction have re- 
ceived nearly all of the attention of educators, 
the subject of discipline baving been largely 
ignored. We have been satistied lafvely with a 
control which allowed us to secure effective 
work in the class-room. We have given some 
attention, i: is true, to unilormity of move- 
ment, and a few such embellishments, as hel 
ed the school to make a pleasing snow. e 
have not looked on school discipline in 
the light of a science, cavable in a 
more limited way of as mauy phases of devel- 
opment as the science of civil government, 
The simple decalogue of the teacher, ** Thou 
shalt not whisper, thou shait not turn around,“ 
etc., must give place to a systematic develop- 
ment of the subject of the conduct of life. Tue 
public school can take for granted nothing as 
being dove at home. Those who govern with 
the least effort are those wop have instilled iuto 
their scholars the principles of selt-goverument. 
We do not give the child enough eredit for bis 
understanding and reasoning powers. Tie 
fewer arbitrary rules laid down the better. It 
can be our effort to form correct habits in the 
lower grades, but as the grades advance 
the reason of the child can gradually 
take the place of the invention of the teachers. 
The drst qualification of a teacher should be a 
character that looks not ior tue test ol the 
teacher to the military precision with which the 
scholars march, bat to the bearing and the 
capabilities to be men and women. The hope 
of our country is the capability tor the self- 
government of its people; but it is pot that 
capability which is generated by constant and 
severe restraint, by the constantly-felt pres- 
ence of the authority of the teacher. It is the 
capability for scll-guvernment which comes of a 
love tor jaw, order, and prosperisy. 

Miss S. Stewart, o Milwaukee, delivered an 
interesting essay on the relations of tie 
kindergarten to the public schools, which was 
repeatediy applauded tbroughvat. She said 
that in the kindergarten the alphabet is the 
properties of the matter, as form. color, weight, 
dimensions, number, ete... The kindergarten 
seeks to implant in the child’s mind those 
foundation ideas which under)ay all knowledge. 
In regard to making the kindergarten a part of 
the public school system, the ling ought gto be 
drawn somewhere between the family and the 
school. Tue kindergarten is not designed to 
supersede the education of the family. It was 
Froebei’s idea that it should be a school where 
mothers should be taught to train little chil- 
dren, but the tendency is in the opposite 
direction. The school hag already encroached 
too muh upon the domain of the family. At 
most the kindergarten proposes to take the 
chila out of ite own suvroundings three or 
four hours a day.

Death of the Hon. David Noggie, of Wir 
consin--Other Deaths.

$66,927.72, while they had a large amount due 
them. Nearly all the firm debts are still 
unpaid, and the firm creditors insist that Hol- 
Uster is jointly liable for them together with 
Gorham. Gornam has also a large amount of 
individual debts which, will be proved up 
against bim, to be paid out of the firm asscts.

The celebration of Independence-Day at 
Woodstock was made notable this year by tne elab- 
orate address of ex-Secretary McCulloch on Fi- 
nance and Business. His recital of the effects of 
tae War upon finance and industry was especially 
worthy of the orator and the occasion. His own 
early efforts te prepare for resumption by with- 
drawal of enbacks are briefly described and 
justifed, He said: I desire to say right here 
that no busriness-imterests of the United States 
suffered while this withdrawal was gol on; 
taat nobody the officers of the ‘l'reas- 
ury would have known that it was going 
on had it not been for the pulication of the 
monthly Treasury reports. I wilisay more. if 
the law authorizing the retirement of the United 
States notes had not been repealed, and the au- 
thority granted to the Secretary of the Treasury 
had been firmly but prudently exercised, the causes 
which produced the crisis of 1573 would not have 
existed; the country would have escaped tbe 
throes and agonies of the last five years; the spe- 
cie-standard would have been restored; and a 
Greenback party would never have been heard of. 
The withdrawal of the legal-tender notes was ad- 
vocated because, issued for War purooses oniy, 
they were not needed after the close of the War, 
inasmuch asthe banking institutions, the capital 
aud number of which were steadiiy increasing, 
could and would furnish, as they had done vefore 
tne War, all the currency that would be required 
in the transaction of legitimate business. 


An article which cannot fail to challenge 
attention is the paper by Prof. W. H. Brewer, of 
Yale, on Tramos, ip the current Neu- 
Aagtander. What to do with the tramp is, he 
argues, avery different question from that sug- 
gested by the Communistic movements. The 
great body of Communists are self-supportirg men, 
hving on their own labor. and only dangerous be- 
cause they bold dangerous eocial and political 
theories The tramps, on the other hand, de- 
long to what is essentially a savage tribe, in in- 
stincts, tastes. traditions, and codes. Its attitude 
toward the better ciasses of society is like that of 
Indian savages toward a peaceful and indastrious 
settiement of whites. Where the opportunity 
offers comparative security from punisament, they 
recognize po laws, and give full play to 
their savage instincts. They always come 
the front te work mischief. whenever 
the Communists tueories lead to a 
social outbreak. Christianity, which has proved 
its power on the better classes, and which has also 
reclaimed some races of savages, has yet to show 
what it can do with *‘ these Arabs of tbe cities and 
Apaches.of the country, —these savages of our civ- 
ilization,” The tribe is composed of the dregs of 
society, the settlings which, from whatever cause, 
refuse w be purified or refined, but remajn at the 
bottom, transmitting tbeir propensities and in- 
stincte to future generations, and abdsording into 
its ranks the lage ds in the race of civilization. 
and pr 850 n feudal times the beggary and 
pauper inct was greatly developed vy a mis- 
taken réfigious sentiment. Savage trives have 
no paupers and few beggars; in the Po for ex- 
istence the unfortunate go to the wal. Indis- 
criminate alms-giving, which was taugat as a vir- 
tue, has unquestionably increased pauperism and 
bezying, and still continues to aid ahd pregerve the 
evil. —Hartford Courant.

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TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 


“Gath” Interviews the Hon. George H. - 
ker, ex-Minister to and Russia, on 
the Anglo-Turkish Treaty—An Interesting 
Survey of European ABairs, 

Lone Branca, July 14.—The Hon. George H. 
Boker, our Minister for several years to Turkey, 
afterward to Russia, under Gen. Grant, is stop- 
ping at Howland’s Hotel, Long Branch. He is 
a man of letters, the author of several plays 
and poems, and was, in the day of Philadelphia’s 
literary prominence, the most favored of her 
gaiaxy in fortune and popularity. 

I asked Mr. Boker if he would give me his no- 
tion of the Anglo-Turkish treaty recently 
sprung upon the world in the midst of a mild 
diplomatic pow-wow at Berlin. 

Said Mr. Boker: “ Turkey has been 
plundered of her territory, and the Russians of 
their conquests, by the English.“ 

Does that indicate @ sagacious Minister in 
Earl Beaconsfield? ”’ 

He is a crafty, unprinetpled, dramatic man, 
necessary to his party, though they despise him, 
and, as long as they Wad any other capable 
leader, the Tories kept bim under. Yet Dis- 
raeli seems to suit the temper of the times in 


7 Engiand.”’ 


“ What is that temper?” 

„The Englis® public stem willing to pour out 
their money for the general game of advantage 
and expansion ; and this is only another notable 
victory of the purse,—a little meaner than other 
such purchases, because Jt robs both the ally 
and the rival.“ 

‘+ What is to be the effect of this protectorate 
over Asiatic Turkey by England?” 

»Oue effect, I suppose; will be to make En- 
gland spend a great deal of money, but ber 
trade will penetrate there, and sohewhat in- 
srease her markets.

No; everything was in the dry-rot. The 
people themselves were resigned to their fate.

Pasha, in favor of reforms. But, outside ot the 
large cities, the tarks are denseiy ignorant, and 
the newspapers do not get iuto the Provinces. 
i often talked to the former Sultan, Abdul Az- 
iz, on the necessity reorganizing bis Govern- 
ment, especially in the matter of taxation. 
‘You must tax the rien,“ I said to him. You 
tax only the poor,” He seemed interested, but 
delayed until the storm from Russia burst upon 
him and he was lost.“ 

Tou speak, Mr. Boker, of the rich. Are 
there rich people ju Turkey!” 

Yes, many of them. Some derived their 
wealth through holding volitical office. Others 
inherited wealth aud lands. The poor, the 
tillers oi the soll, are so much oppressed by the 
tax-collectors taat agriculture, almost the sole 
avocation of the poor, Dareiy supplies existence. 
In Kussia and Greece the same kind of oppres- 
sion prevails.”’ 

“What benefit, does Greece get from the 
Russo- Turkish war!“ 

Greece, I believe, by the new treaty has an 
extension of territory. She requires {t, as her 
arabie contents are not epough. She, too, has 
been deluded by Eugland with false topes. In 
Greece a good deal of the religious bigotry pre- 
yails that is curpent in Russia. In Turkey, 
away from the centres of inteliigence, the cities, 
the poor Christians were terribiv oppressed. 
Tue Kussians, u conscientious iu the causes they 
proclaimed ivr the War,—relief tor Turkish 
Curistiaus,—have been successful. Their po- 
litical objects may have been defeated or post- 
poued.”’ , 

Is it entipely reasonable for the Russians to 
demand au ottiet on the Mediterranean t 

* Yes. Their great rivers which drain their 
best regions, and their best navigable seas, dis- 
charge into the Mediterranean. I lived in bota 
Cons:antivople and St. Petersburg. Coustau- 
tinople is deci@edly preferable. It has natural 
drainage, a soit cumate, and a magnificent har- 
vor. St. Petersburg, built in the swamps, is 
miasmatic, and, to me, was a horrid climate.“ 

But, Mr. Boker, is ſt not possible that a 
hardy peopie like the Russians might lose their 
vigor of character, like the Turks, if they were 
to piace their Capital ou the Bospborus?’”’ 

„Well, tue Romans broke their Empire to 
pieces by establishing themselves at Constanti- 
nopie. Asiatic seduttions, and the genius of 
oppression resident about the Straits, have 
beretolore prevailed over Roman, Greek, and 
furk; yet I shouid think Nature intended Con- 
stantivop!e to be oné of tne greatest cities of 
the world. Whea I Hved in Constantinople it 
was entertaining to see bow Ignatieff, the Rus- 
sian Minister, nvaled Sir Henry Eiliott, the En- 
giish Minister. Each intrigued, with all his 
micht, to get the advantage. Each, it was sup- 
posed, had a corruption fund.“ 

Lou say the Sultau listéned to your sugges 
tions of reform?’ * 

Ae did, with spasmodic mterest; but the 
Turks say, God Wills it,’ and do nothing. You 
see that the Sultan is the Caliph, the Prophet 
of the Church, its Mohammed over all the Faith- 
ful between Morocco aud Persia. The Turks 
tuink that this holy personage ought not to de- 
grade himself with business. Accordingly, he 
intrusts the details of the State to his Vizier,— 
generally a crafty fellow, at wuom all the oppo- 
sition is directed from courtiers, military chieis, 
wives, lobbvists, etc. Ihe Vizier w very inse 
cure in bis oilice..

How He Was Received in Jefferson County, 


Georgia—Tone of His Speech. 
Corresvondence Atlanta Constitution. 


SANDERSVILLE, Ga., July 11.—Yesterday was 
a big day at Wadley, Ga., such a one as was 
doubtless never seen before, nor wili be again 
until the hero of the occasion, Mr. Stephens, 
makes another visit there two years from now. 
The entire population of the village. the citizens 
of Jefferson County for twenty miles around, 
and crowds of peonle for fifty miles up and 
down the Central Railroad, numbering in all at 
least 3,000, gathered there to pay their respects 
and regard to Georgia’s great commoner, their 
Representative in Congress,who by previous ap- 
polutment was to address them at noon.

An interesting issue of veracity has sprung 
up between Earl Dersy and Lord Sauissvry. 
The former, in a speech delivered yesterday 
in the House of Lords, asserted that among 
the questions upon which he could not agree 
with his colleagues in the British Cabinet 
was a proposition that England should 
suddenly and secretly seize Cyprus and a 
point on the main land, by the aid of the 
freshly-imported Indian troops stationed at 
Malta, and without the foreknowledge or 
consent of the Sultan,—an act which 
Drnnr correctly asserts would have 
startled all Europe at that time. Dxunr 
would not consent to the high-handed 
enterprise, and resigned the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs. Saxispuny in reply denied 
that such a step was ever discussed in the 
Cabinet, and Dersy reiterated the declara- 
tion that it was seriously contemplated, add- 
ing that he had in his possession notes of the 
discussion taken by himself. Sacispury ec- 
cuses Dersy of having a bad memory, and 
there the matter rests at present. 


OLD PROBABILITIES VINDICATED. 

There is a disposition on the part of many 
people to scoff at Or PROBABILITIES as a 
gay deceiver, and to charge him with non- 
tulfillment of contract, because he intimated 
that a cold wave was coming down from 
Manitoba, which has not yet put in an ap- 
pearance, our present wave of lower temper- 
ature being due to the kindly offices of the 
breezes of Hudson's Bay. Before condemn- 
ing the old gentleman, he should have a full 
and fair hearing. On Tuesday morning O. 
P. announced: ‘ For the Upper Lake region, 
Upper Mississippi and Lower Missouri Val- 
leys, generally clear weather, followed by 
increasing cloudiness and rain, warm south- 
erly, veering to colder northwest, winds, fall- 
ing, foliowed by rising, barometer.” Twenty- 
four hours elapsed, and, it must be confessed, 
O. P. did not fulfill his prediction. He made 
a noble effort, but only succeeded in inducing 
a few weak-looking clouds to make their 
appearance in the west, out of which rain 
could not have been squeezed by any 
amount of pressure. The wind would 
not be “veered,” but continued to 
blow steadily from the ‘southwest, or St. 
Louis, and the next morning the thermome- 
ter started in afresh for a race up among the 
nineties. Otp Propabiirrms had the ther- 
mometer against him, the wind against him, 
the sun against him, and not a cloud in the 
heavens to help him; but he did not despair. 
He took his winds, his areas of thermometer 
and barometer, his velocities and pressures, 
stirred them all up together, and, when the 
mixture had settled, he boldly announced : 
For the Upper Lake region, Upper Missis- 
sippi and Lower Missouri Valleys, partly 
cloudy weather and frequent rain, warm, 
southwesterly winds, followed from north- 
ward by a colder northerly wind, rising bar- 
ometer, followed to-morrow in the west dis- 
trict by falling barometer and winds shifting 
to warmer southerly.” Every one else had 
given up hope as ti hot blast from St. 
Louis continued. Some resigned themselves 
in grim despair to thesituation. Otherssought 
to mitigate it with umbrellas, fans,—two for 
five cents,—tea frappe, coffee glace, foaming 
beer, lemonade, ice-water, and kindred de- 
lusions. Some complained and others swore, 
and every one evinced a predilection for the 
shady side of the street; but no one had 
hope of immediate relief, and momentarily 
expected an ice douche in the hospital or a 
cold slab in the Morgue. Or ProspaBi.irizs 
kept at work. He stripped off his coat to it. 
Allday the southwest sirocco blew from St. 
uis, and the smoke went straight from 
Bridgeport to the Crib, all through the long, 
not hours. Men and women dropped dead 
here and there, shot with the arrows of the 
sun, and the poor beasts of burden patiently 
and uncomplainingly broiled along the streets, 
staggered, and fell. The sun went down 
amid the thanks of thousands, who cared 
little whether they ever saw it again. And 
still the southwest wind blew from St. Louis 
upon them. In the evening, that there might 
be no mistake as to its direction, the familiar 
Bridgeport stinks were wafted over the 


South Side, and added their load of 
sickening vapor to the intolerant bur- 


den of heat. But O. P. was still at 
work, When the sun went down, it set be- 
hind heavy banks of clouds. When the red 
moon rose, its light came fitfully through 
cloudy ridges.

up here on Tuesday aud Wednesday to com- 
plain that Chicago was a hot place. It was 
hot because the wind was southwest, and 
the southwest wind comes from St. Louis, 
and they sailed up here on their own 
trade-wind. Chicago is not responsible for 
that St. Louis wind. We do not like it. It 
is the wind that brings us miasmatic odors. 
It is the wind that burned us up seven years 
ago, and tried to do it again four years ago. 
It is the only wind that makes us uncom- 
fortable. The winds that come from the 
south part of the compass are St. Louis, 
Cairo, and Oinciunati property, in which we 
have no lot, and for which we are not re- 
sponsible in any way. The breezes that 
make Chicago so famous as à place of sum- 
mer resort, that make our days so pleasant 
and our nights so cool, come from Lake Su- 
perior, the cold waters of Hudson's Bay, and 
the icebergs of Labrador. Once in a while 
a southwest wind will steal in from St. 
Louis, but we speedily get rid of it or extin- 
guish it with a “ norther.” 


BRICK POMEROY’S PARTY. 

„Brick“ Pomerox charters wuat he calls 
‘* Greenback Clubs.” and sells them pam- 
pliets in large quantities at a prodigious 
profit. He has just held a convention in 
Chicago, at which he was present; he pro- 
posed and adopted a platform; he also pro- 
claimed through this Convention of his that 
his chartered Greenback Clubs should call 
National Convention, at which it is ho 
to secure the attendance of somebody el 
besides Brick” himself. In his platform, 
however, we find the model for all fiat-money 
literature. It is a deception, by the way, for 
the Brick Pomeroy people to call themselves 
„ Greenbackers,“ or the ** Greenback party.” 
What is cc. mmonly known as the greenback 
is a Government promise-to-pay in money 
(gold and silver), but the currency demand- 
ed by the Brick Pomenox people is an abso- 
lute money currency. — chat is, not a prom- 
ise to pay a dollar, but a piece of paper 
bearing the legend. This is a dollar,“ 
with the purpose of foreing every man to 
take it in exchange for a dollar of real value 
in property, though the absolute money 
may not be worth three cents a pound. 

It is first declared by Mr. Brick Pomn- 
roy'’s Convention that che greenback dollar 
must be full legal-teader for the payment of 
all debts and taxes, public and private, and 
by the Government issued, protected, and 
received as absolute money.” To get some 
notion of the amount of this absolute 
money ” which it is desired the Government 
shall issue and protect, we may enumerate 
some of the demands that are made. The 
National-Bank notes are to be retired and their 
place supplied by absolute money”; this 
will furnish, in round figures, $320,000,000. 
Then the entire bonded debt of the nation is 
to be paid off in this absolute money” ; 
that will furnish about $1,700,000,000 more. 
Gigantic public improvements, including 
the construction of a new trans-conti- 
nental railway, are to be provided and 
paid for in absolute money”; this will 
bring out, say, $2,009,000,000 more. A 
“bonus” is also demanded to “ enabie poor 
men and women to settleon the public lands.” 
As there is to be no limit to the propo ed gra- 
tuity, it will be easy to get out $2,000,000, - 
000 more of absolute money” by this means. 
There is no exagzeration, then, in placing 
the entire issue of absolute money” at 
six billions, in case the Brick Pomzroy 
programme oo ud be carried out. How much, 
or rather how little, it would be worth, no 
man will undertake to say. Of course the 
constitutional objections to such a pro- 
gramme are not. even considered. The 
money of the Constitution is gold aad silver. 
The Supreme Court has decided that the 
issue of a forced legal-tender irredeemabie 
currency is confined tothe exigencies of war, 
and that the volume must be limited to the 
issue authorized as a war measure. A law 
was passed forcing men to accept 
Government promises to pay as real money 
and in full discharge of dpbts, just as laws 
are passed during war authorizing the seizure 
of men andcompelling them to face the fire 
of the enemy and run the risk of losing life, 
limb, or health. But in time of profound 
peace the Government would gearcely dare 
to order the seizure of men to be used as 
targets for rifle or cannon practice; yet it 
would be just as unlawful, and scarcely less 
infamows, for the Government in time of 
profound peace to issue aulimited bits of 
paper stamped as absolute money, and to 
compel people to accept these bits of paper 
in full payment of debts due them for value 
received, or in exchange for horses, cattle, 
wheat, or labor. This is what the Brick 
Pouxnor party proposes, and they are flying 
false colors when they call themselves 
‘“* Greenback” men. . 

Any set of men who commit themselves 
to so idiotic and outrageous a scheme 
as is outlined in the platform we have 
quoted from care no more about being 
consistent than they care about law or 
justice. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that in one resolution it is expressly de- 
manded that every dollar of such issue 
of legal-tender, lawful money [i. , ab- 
solute flat moncy”) shall be protected 
at par with other lawful money in gold and 
silver coin”; and, in the very next resolu- 
tion, the demand is made for “ the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the so-called Resumption 
act.”

ment, but represent no valuable thing and 
no promise to pay in anything of value. It 
is not necessary to dwell upon the manifest 
dishonesty of any such attempt in view of the 
fact that it cannot be barrled out; and it is 
rather a matter of congratulation that the 
so-called Greenbackers have carried their 
lunacy t6 an extreme that renders it harm- 
less among @ intelligent people.

THE SOUTH AND SECESSION. 

We printed some days ago Jerr Davis’ 
latest speech in defense of State Sovereignty 
and the right of secession,—principles of 
government which he hoped to see restored 
before his departure from this world. We 
yesterday published an article from the 
Vicksburg Herald in which Davis is severe!) 
overhauled for making such a speech. The 
Vicksburg paper laments the delivery of the 
speech because of its effect upon the North- 
ern mind, rather than because of anything 
the speech itself asserts. Jerr Davis knew 
the sentiment of that wing of the Demo- 
cratic party of which he has been for thirty 
years the head, and when he preached a 
Constitution of which secession was 3 
vital principle, and urged thst the 
South so conduct itself as to re-estab- 
lish the pro-slavery Constitution as it was in- 
terpreted by the South before the Rebellion, 
he knew that he addressed a people to whom 
the doctrine was not only familiar and ac- 
ceptable, but was also precious, because 
‘consecrated by the blood of so many 
Southern men.” The Vicksburg paper 
condemns the speech because it was un- 
necessary and unwise at this time when the 
South is asking so much, and hopes to obtain 
so much from the confiding, doughface liber- 
ality of the North, The feelings of the 
Herald, which doubtless are largely shared at 
the South, are strongly expressed in a few 
sentences.

To ayue, as he did, 
that the origin) act of secession was 
a constitutional right, that the War 
waged in its defenss was purely patriot- 
ism, that the degeneracy of the Government 
since control had passed into the hands of 
the conquerors was proof that there must be 
a return to the old principles of State 
Sovereignty and secession, and their full 
recognition, and that the South had never 
promised to recognize the’ political usurpa- 
tions of the conquérors, such as the political 
equality of the negroes, and should main- 
tain iis devotion to theold theories, that 
black men had no rights which white 
men were bound to regard, so that 
in due time it may consistently assert the 
supremacy of the whites and remand the 
negroes to their former political if not their 
personal bondage, wai, however true and ac- 
ceptable to the Southern whites generally, 
highly impolitic. The majority of the 
voters ith Mississippi are colored men. It is 
essential, in order to overcome that majority, 
to divide that vote and crush out every ves- 
tige of Republicanism in the State. To every 
colored man who will vote the Democratic 
ticket, peace and personal security will be 
promised; while to the freedmen who adbere 
to their own convittions and seek to sup- 
port their own political organization, 
the system of intimidation, bulldozing, 
and, if necessary, personal outrage 
death, will render Democratic supremacy per- 
petual. Why shouid Davis warn the North- 
ern people that the South in time intends to 
reduce the negro to political servitude, 
when the reduction to servitude is the 
point to be gamed, and can be se- 
cured without alarming and arousing public 
seutiment at the North? Hence it is 
that those at the South who seek all the sub- 
stantial results of secession, and who es- 
pecially desire to silence the African in poli- 
ties, regard Jerr Davis' ottspoken demand 
that the South make a bold effort to 
disenfranchise the negro by a return to an 
exclusive white rule as unnecessary and 
‘‘unwise,” and lament his ignorance of the 
priceless value of “ silence.”

| beg for a short space in your columns to present 
a tew refle tious on this knotty paradox. 

We must look to the method of conducting our 
private business affaires for the evils from Walch we 
suffer. ‘‘here seem to be too many workingmen: 
the supply in tue labor market by far exceeds the 
demaud, ‘this is the lamediate cause of our 
trouvies. The iavorer enters the fleld of econom- 
icai relations not oniv as a producer, but also aga 
consumer, and any auverse change in his financial 
relations asa producer contracts his capacity as a 
donsumer. Every decrease in consumption still 
rurther lesseus the demand for labor. sull further 
weakens the gap between supply and demand. stil! 
turther reduces the laborer's wages. And thus the 
process yoes On by reciprocal action and reaction, 
mercilessly, relentlessly, forthe laws of political 
economy are as constant asthe laws of nature 
wu ch control the forces of the inanimate worid. 

It is plain that the only way out of the disagree- 
able rut into which the nation has got itself is by 
setting all those in forced idieness at work and 
keeping every body in constant work for ali time. 
But how is this to be accomplished when there w 
no work to give? And yet taere isa ways 

It is that of lessening the hours of labor. If the 
hours per day are shortened so that all may have 
work, the present flerce and ruipous competition 
for labor will ve destroyed, wages will be fair, con- 
sumption will be at its hight. and internal com- 
merce will be in the bioomof activity. Thore will 
be po actual poverty, except for those unable or 
unwilling to work. The laborer and the capitaliet 
will be alike benefited by the stimulus of pros- 
nerity and activity. and comfort and happiness 
will be within the reach of every one. Thus only 
can the country arrive at a revival of ‘‘g 
umes,” A WoRKINGMAN. 


This is the old eight-hour proposition over 
again. It has been proposed a million of 
times, and will undoubtedly be proposed a 
million of times more. Let us present it in 
a shape that will be easily understood. 
There are now, we shall say, three millions 
of men of the cities and towns working ten 
hours a day, except in the winter, wien they 
average about eight hours. This number 
supplies the demand for steady employment. 
Then we will estimate 600,000 workmen un- 
employed, or engaged on transient jobs, and 
living partly off their friends, or on charity. 
We sball call these the idle workmen, and the 
problem is, how to get them at steady work, 
The plan proposed is to reduce the hours of 
labor of the 3,000,000 wuo are employed, 
enough to let in the 600,000 who are idle. 
If those now working ten hours in 
spring, summer, and fall, and eight 
hours in winter, would surrender two hours 
of their time, and labor only eight hours in 
summer and six hours in wiater, the services 
of the idle 600,000 would be called into 
requisition. The whole 3,600,000 would then 
perform the same amount of labor that the 
employed 3,000,000 do now, 

The amount of wealth created would con- 
tinue to be the same. The production of 
the cities and towns would not be changed. 
Hence the compensation would necessarily 
have to be the same in the aggregate. ‘The 
amount of wages now paid to the 3,000,000 
would then be divided among 3,600,000 work- 
ingmen. Five men woull be employed 
where only four are at work now; but the 
wages now paid to four long-time men would 
then be divided among five short-time men. 
If four men now earn $10 a day, or $2.50 
each, five then would earn 810 a day, or 82 
piece, for men can’t be paid for more than 
they earn.

the change from being made whenever they 
please. There is no law against the adop- 
tion of reduced hours of labor. It is purely 
a matter of agreement between the em- 
ploye and employer, and the law can- 
not step in between men and forbid 
them making contracts with each other for 
labor or wages. Whenever the workingmen 
make up their minds to work only eight 
hours, and are willing to accept four-fifths 
of the pay they now receive for ten hours’ 
labor, the eight-hour system will be adopted, 
but not sooner. No law can be enforced to 
compel employers to pay men for two hours’ 
labor each day after they have quit work, 
because employers cannot be compelled to 
make donations of wages for no service 
rendered. If they should undertake to do 
that sort of busiuess, there would be a race 
between the Sheriff anda Receiver as to 
which would first get possession of the es- 
tablishment where the system of ten hours’ 
pay for eight hours’ work was in practice. 
Paying men two hours’ wages after they quit 
work would be the same thing as giving 
away one-fifth of the goods produced in the 
shop, free gratis.“ How long could any 
establishment stand that style of business 
and keep out of the bankrupt court?

NARROW GAUGE, 
Speciai Dispatch to The ir! bune. 

CWC NAT, O., duly 138.—Manv points of 
interest were elicited in to-day’s discussions at 
the Narrow-Gauge Convention, though little 
real work of importance was transacted. In the 
afternoon a discussion arose on the resolutions 
presented, which developed to some extent the 
strength of the two forms of ‘policy prevailing 
amoug marrow-gauge men, vl.: that of 
operating the narrow-gauge ouly as local 
roads, and that of enlarging aud 
extending the system 80 as to enter into direct 
competition with the standard gauge and trunk 
lines. The ambitious element appeared to pre- 
dominate. An interesting experience meeung 
of five-minute speeches gave an opportunity for 
a free interchange of views on the topics fore- 
most in the mind of the Convention. When 
this was concluded the Committee on Resolu- 
tions made their report, which was adopted with 
applausg Following are the most important 
clauses: 


Resolved, That, on account of the cheaper cost of 
construction, lighter operating expenses, and 
smaller interest account, the narrow or three-foot 
gauge is the factor that wil] finaliy sol-e the prob- 
lem, and bring the country that which is so much 
needed, —chrap transportation. 

Reso!ved, That the practical working of the nar- 
row- gauge railways of America during the past six 
years has demonstrated Scyeond a reasonavie doubt 
the feasivility of the gauge of three teet, proviny, 
as it has. the following facts: First, that a 


good road mav be constructed at a cost sed 


Sarees on this gauge not in excess of two-thirds, 
all things being qgual, of the sum necessary to 
construct the standard gauge; second. that, when 
constructed, it can be Operated for a sum lees than 
two-thirds of the agm necessary to overate tae 
standard gauge, doing the same amount of basi- 


ness; third, that its capacity is ample to meet 
all requirements; fourth, that it is equaily as 
safe as the standard gauge: fifth, that the capital

This the Union Pacitic invariably 
did by mog the Ve,sels with heavy freie iit at 
low tigures, retaining all the hivher priced 
freight. in this way the Pacific Mail Steamshiy 
Company fot the milk au the Ution Paciiic 
Katiroad the cream, Another feature of the 
contract Was that the Facile Mali was to keep 
up a high rate Of passenger tarill, the cousid- 
cration beiug tuat it suould receive $5 head 
money for every passenger carried by the Rau- 
road Company, Each month the Railroad 
Company would present @ statement of tie 
number ol passengers carried, accompanied by 
a check foc the amount due. Tue Pacitic 
Mal bad to accept the returus made 
by the Union Pacitic, baving no means of recti- 
fying the correctness of the figures given. 
Since November no settlement has been made 
by the Railroad Company. Repeated efforts 
have beewunade by tue President oi the Pavitic 
Mail Company to see Sidney Dillon or Jay 
Gould, failmg each time. A few dars ago the 
Pacitic Malt Directors held a meeting rewarding 
this matter. President Park, of the Panama 
Kaiiroad Compavy, who Was present, stated 
that the Union Pacific and Central Facile Com- 
panies owed his road and the Pacilic Mali Steam- 
ship Company joimtiy over $300,000, and that 
all attemots to secure @ settlement bad failed. 
It was therefore decided to take advantage of 
a section iu the contract which provides 
that either company can cancel it on giving 
sixty) days’ notice. After the expiration of tue 
sixty days the vrospect of anotuer lively tilt be-

Its Practical Use in New York City<Private 


Houses to Be Lighted Comparatively for 
Nothing.

FINANCIAL. 


Happily the Manitoba wave arrived in fall force 

early yesterday morning. Of cours bank and busi- 
ness circles feel refreshed, and indications are decid- 
ediy more hopeful. As yet, however, trade is dull. 
the movement. if any, being scarcely perceptible. It 
would take a long time to enumerate the depress- 
ing effecte of the extremely bot term through 
which we have passed upon general business. As 
might be expected, the live-stock trade has suf- 
fered severely. Cattle died in the cars on their 
way to this city; they died at the stock-yards, 
holders being glad to sell at reduced rates. Under 
the extreme heat the market for hogs aleo 
broke, and of course transactions at the 
banks were proporti y reduced. These 
effects will be felt for several days, in fact per- 
haps for a week or twotocome. Some of our 
manufacturing establishments have suspended for 
a few days, and generally dullness pervades all de- 
partments of trade and industry. 

While business is dull enough to warrant the 
grumbling and the gloomy forebodings of consti - 
tutional croakers, the times are not so inactive as 
the bank-clearings and other monied transactions 
of the present, when compared with those of a few 
years ago, would seem to indicate. Prices have 
fallen so largely that it takes far less money to do 
the business of the country than it @nce did. And 
besides, dealers in real estate have almost entirely 
dropped oat of the figures of the banks. These 
formed a very large item; but now a single check 
for a transaction at the Steck- Yards would proba- 

dly cover all those passed for rea! estate for perhaps 
a week or more. Hence, while speculative move- 
mente in real estate and almost everything else 
hereaway have entirely stopped. the amount of the 
actual handling and transfer of standard articles 
and products are steadily and largely increasing. 
This ie specially true in Chicago and in all the 
country that is tributary to it.

The banks discount all the paper good customers 
Offer at 8@10 per cent, and 1@2 per cent lower 
figures on large amounts are freely accepted. Call 
aud short time loans as heretofore are made at 4@t 
per cent,—of course, approved collaterals being 
always required.

THE WHEAT PROBLEM. 
10 ihe Editor of The Tribune. 

CIAO, July 18. —Several country newspapers 
are throwing out hints to the farmers to hoid on to 
their wheat; this means let the merchant wait for 
payment of his goods, and retard circulation of 
money. 

Last year at this time wheat was declining in 
price, and neverceased until it sold down 25c per 
bu. The wheat in sight was then 2,300,000 
ou. British storehouses were almost swept clean, 
harvest prospests in England and on the European 
Continent were poor, and turned out to be so; 
Russian ports were closed, aud Europe disturbéd 
by the EAdstern question. 

This year, even if our crop of wheat is not so 
large by 20 per cent as it was at one time estimated. 
it is still) maintained that the total yield will be 
equal to it not more than last year. Wheat in 
sight is just doable what it was last year, stocks in 
Britain are ample, Engheh and Continental Euro- 
pean crops are favorably reported as likely to be 
good and large on the whole, the Black Sea and 
Baltic ports are open, and war prospects dead. 
Wheat sold (No. 2 spring) somewhere about 0c 
in August last year, and, *‘-eupply and de- 
mand” have anything to do with the trade. 
nowadays it ought certainly to sell at much less 
this year. Corner rules or no corner rules, it ap- 
per corners. squcezes, ‘* fictitious values. 
and manipulations go on just the same, but 
what is of more interest to the commer ial public 
is, How can the farmers with those facts so ap- 
parent see any benefit In boarding their wheat, 
thereby locking up millions of money and more 
than probably waiting until transportation to 
market costs them more than it does now, and 

prices are lower thun they are at present! 

In 1874-5 wheat never sold in our market for 
over 81. 00 per bu from the lst of September, 1874,

ARRIVAL OF THE NEW SUPERINTENDENT.

Wayne dock, having on board about seventy- 
live persons, —mothers, babies, nurses, and two of 
the Association's oijlicers} Dr. Rutter, the Secre- 
tary, and Dr. Moody, temporary House Physician. 
The trip to the newly-fitéed-up North avenue pier 
was not as smooth as guch a passage usually 
is, the Manitooa wave luste the lake to behave 
\useif somewhat unseemly, and the consequent 
rocking, swaying motion Of the boat inducing a 
feeling of sca-sicknvss om the part of several of 
the passengers. Once landed, however, tae effects 
of the slivnt drawodack to tue general enjoyment 
epeedily passed off. 

rhe fitting up of the piefas pretty nearly com- 
pleted, andthe whole arrangement is one that 
tends to the comfort aud enjoyment of all who 
taxe advantage of these breathing-trips. The 
pier extending out from the shore at the foot of 
North avenue, is about 300 feet long. and the one 
parallel to tue shore about 200 feet in 
length.

YELLOW FEVER. 


Three Deaths out of Six Cases in the Brook- 
lyn Navy- Tard. 

New York, July 18.— Fellow fever has broken 
out at the Brooklyn Navy-Yard. So far three 
deaths have occurred: Dr. H, Wyckoff, As- 
sistant Surgeon, admitted to the Naval Hos- 
pital on the 13th, died on the 17th: J. Hanford, 
nurse, admitted on the 13th, died the foliowing 
day; and Corporal C. Hind, admitted on the 
15th, died last night. The foliowing are in the 
hospital ill of the disease: M. Fiyon, a mer- 
chant, admitted on the 12th; G. F. Olney, O. 
S., admitted on the 12th; and McConnell, lands- 
man, admitted on the 15tn. The men who died 
have been buried in the Naval Cemetery, ad- 
joining the hospital. Of the others, Olney 
is able to be on dis feet, and is 
likely to recover, though he and his 
comrades are reported to have had 
black vomit. All six men were stationed on 
the receiving ship Vermont, waich is at anchor 
off Cobb dock. The authorities hope to be able 
to stay the spread of the dreaded disease, and 
measures looking to that ehd were taken to-day 
at the special meeting of tae Board of Health. 
The Sanitary Superintendents state that this 
disease has evidently been generated by dredg- 
ing about the bow of the Vermont, causing 
noxious vapors to arise from the sewage lodged 
in Wallabout Bay. That in addition, ballast 
from Cuba and otner foreign ports has been 
used as filling at Cobb dock. aud that the 
hospital itself is drained directiv upon the Wal- 
jabout flats, having no sewer connection. The 
Vermont is being thoroughly fumigated. 


FITZ JOHN PORTER. 


Yesterday’s Proceedings in the Rehearing 
Aecorded Him. 
° Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wast Pot, July 18.—After reading the 
minutes of the last meeting, and fling some 
documents previously overlooked, Capt. Jud- 
sou, formerly Assistant Adjutant General to 
Gen. King, was recalled, and testified to that 
officer’s bad state of health durivg the carh- 
paign. Hazard Stevens, a lawyer, of Boston, 
M. jor and Assistant Adjutant-General of the 
Firat Division of the Ninth Corps in 158, 
was called by the Judge Advocate, and testified 
as to the movements vi his division on the 20th 
and 80th. He described the fighting on bosch 
cays in which the division was engaged. On ihe 
first day the fighting was confined to the north 
of Groveton (as Porter’s witnesses have all 
sworn), and no large bodies of troops were en- 
gazed. John F. Slater, a lawyer, of Washing- 
ton, was called, and testified that in August, 
1862, he was a private in the Thirtieth New 
York Regiment. His evidence was in regard to 
the position of Porter’s skirmish-iine during 
the Toth, which has previously appeared by the 
testimony of two officers of his regiment. Ne 
heard no sustained firing that day. He described 
the fight of the 30th, which accorded with the 
evidence of Porter’s witnesses.
